RIVER FLOODS AFFECT OCEAN 


Destruction of Sea Fish Shows Disas- 


ters of Thl« Kind Not Always 


Confined to Land. 


The disasters from river floods are 


not always confined to the land, but 
nay extend to the coastal waters of the 
ocean. 


In a Inte address of the Royal so- 


ciety of New South Wales. Charles 
Hedley recalled two Instances—in 1860 
snd 1801—of the sudden destruction of 
a large part of the mollusks of Port 
Jackson, as an effect of the temporary 
lessening of the sallnKy of the water, 
Mussels, oysters, limpets nnd peri- 
winkles were destroyed, hnlf of the 
fauna being kilted In some places, but 
such animals as fishes and crabs were 
able to escape Into deep water. The 
•stench nlong shore become unbearable. 
Streaks nnd patches of blood-red dis- 
colored the waters of the harbor and 
It was concluded thnt the freshening 
of these waters permitted the rapid 
development of enormous swarms of n 
microscopic red Glenodlnlum, which 
suffocated the bivalves by clogging 
their gill*. Their decay spread the de- 
structlon.

The statistics as to age at which 


sight is lost bring .out some; Interest- 
Ing facts concerning the extent to 
which marriage takes place among the 
blind. The majority of those who have 
not married before they lost their sight 
continue single for the remainder of 
their lives. But the fact thut the per- 
centage single is higher among the 
females who lost their sight before the 
age of twenty thun it is among the 
males indicates- that blindness is IMS 
of a bar to marriage in the case of 
males than of females, since, all other 
things being ecjuat, the percentage 
should have been somewhat lower for 
females by reason- of the fact that 
women ordinarily marry earlier than 
men. 
The figures'show, however, that 


while marriage • is much less frequent 
among the blind1 than among those who 
can see, it Is by no mean* rare; of the 
wales who had lost their sight between 
the ages of fifteen and nineteen, for ex- 
ample, about one-third, and of the fe- 
males, about one-fifth, had married 
since they became blind.

pavement turns out to be of Inferior 
quality or not made according to ape- 
clfications the blame and responsible 
ity for some should be on the city 
commissioners who have charge of 
the work and not upon the county 
commissioners'." 


Thereupon Commissioner E. O. Pat- 


terson, the only other commissioner 
present, voted "aye," and made 
it 


unanimous. 


Rather Neutral. 


To a lay reader 'State's Attorney 


McCurdy's opinion may appear some- 
what "neutral." He says in answer 
to an oral request from Commission- 
er Patterson as to the liability of the 
county for paving, should the city 
go ahead and pave streets aoutting on 
the court house without a petition 
from the county: 
"There is a sharp 


division of opinion on this question. 
In my opinion the older rule is that 
the county Is not liable, but I believe 
that the modern rule Is to the effect 
that counties are liable to pay the 
assessment, and will say that in my 
Judgment the county would be liable 
to pay for the paving if it should be 
done " 


Streets Affected. 


Blocks upon which the county con- 


trols half the frontage and which are 
not included in the paving district be- 
cause this frontage has not petitioned 
for the improvement are Thayer from 
Fifth to Sixth; Sixth from Thayer to 
Rosser; Rosser from Fifth to Sixth, 
and Fifth from Rosser to Thayer. 
Upon these streets face the McCabe 
Methodist Episcopal church, the city 
hall, the Bismarck public library, now 
la course of construction, tbe Bis- 
marck hospital and the Will school.
